A Beetle’s ‘cute’ and Mustangs have 
testosterone— researchers studying 
whether cars have personalities

Tlie butterfly decals on the front bumper, flow- 
ers in the dashboard vase and lime-green paint 
job only confirmed Dennis Slice’s perception of 
a Vollcswagen Beetle parlced in a lot at Florida 
State University 

Slice, a shape analysis researcher, said the 
narrow body, wide-eyed circular headlights, tall 
windshield and curve of the bug’s hood match 
the facial features of a smiling woman or child. 

“This is the classic cute car— not dominant, 
not aggressive,” said Slice, an associate profes- 
sor of scientific computing at FSU. “I don’t 
thinlc anyone could be mean to someone else in 
a Volkswagen Beetle.” 

Slice and fellow researchers at Austria’s Vienna 
University, where he’s a guest professor, are 
exploring the widely held belief that cars project 
personalities because they look like human faces 
when viewed head-on. 

Cartoonists, for instance, long have drawn

anthropomorphic cars with toothy grills that 
grinned or frowned and headlights that winked 
or blinked. The creators of the recent animated 
film “Cars,” though, used windshields for eyes. 
They were afraid headlight peepers would have 
given racer Lightning McQueen a snakelike 
appearance. 

Three cars parked near the Beetle offer examples 
of the opposite end of the personality spectrum. 
A Mitsubishi Eclipse, Ford Mustang and Dodge 
Charger each practically ooze testosterone. 

Slice said future research may look at whether 


cars’ personalities relate to drivers’ habits and 
interactions. 

“Possibilities are if you see an aggressive car 
in your rear view mirror you may be more like to 
pull over and yield to it,” he said. “By the same 
token, if you see a submissive or more immature 
car trying to get into traffic you may be more 
likely to yield to it and help the innocent little 
car get into traffic.” 

Another question is whether drivers have the 
same personalities as their cars. 

Slice got a bit of anecdotal evidence in the 
parking lot from Gwen Oliver, a custodial super- 
visor at Florida State, after telling her that her 
black Eclipse is dominant, aggressive, powerful 
and “ready to take care of business.” 

“I am. Everything you said, Fm like that,” 
Oliver told him after she brisldy walked over to 
see why he was interested in her car. “Fm aggres- 
sive, Fm straightforward and Fm outgoing and I 
believe in getting the job done.”

Chicago, Gary join in worldwide tribute 
to the King of Pop and his career

A day of laughter, tears and song left the world 
with an enduring image— Michael Jackson’s 
daughter Paris Michael’s tearful farewell to her 
father— as thousands paid tribute to the King 
of Pop in L. A. and millions more watched from 
around the globe. 

Jackson was eulogized in words and song 
Tuesday by an all-star list of musicians, athletes 
and other celebrities during a mournful cer- 
emony in L.A.’s Staples Center, with the most 
poignant moment delivered by his sobbing ii- 
year-old daughter. 

“I just want to say ever since I was born. Daddy 
has been the best father you can ever imagine. 
And I just wanted to say I love him so much,” 
Paris Michael Jackson said before almost col- 
lapsing in the arms of her aunt Janet Jackson. 

With only passing references made to his per- 
sonal troubles, Jackson was praised as a music 
pioneer and a barrier-breaking cultural figure in 
a service that echoed all over the world. 

In Chicago’s Daley Plaza, as many as 150 
people stood in silence during the normally 
bustling lunch hour, every head turned toward 
a JumboTron screen. 

Even in quieter parts of the downtown— at 
a Best Buy on Michigan Avenue, the bar in 
the House of Blues— Chicagoans gathered to 
watch Tuesday’s live broadcast. 

“This is the finale for Michael Jackson,” said 
Tony Stevens, a 34-year-old peanut vendor who 


sat outside the ABC studios on State Street to 
watch the broadcast from the Staples Center. 
“This is the day that Michael Jackson will be 
put to rest. Everything he worked for ends 
today” 

Sitting on a tan leather couch at the Best Buy 
on Michigan Avenue, Rodney Stewart said he 
had come to “ honor and memorialize, and basi- 
cally to pay tribute” to Jackson. 

The Harold Washington Cultural Center 
showed the broadcast before a capacity crowd 
of roughly 700. As it began, the lights went 
down. Soon the audience was laughing, cheer- 
ing and crying along with the mourners in L.A. 
When Motown Records founder Berry Gordy 
Jr. declared that Jackson was “the greatest enter- 
tainer of all time,” the Chicago crowd roared 
with approval. Later, they chanted “Michael! 
Michael!” 

Jackson’s hometown of Gary, Ind., mourned 
and celebrated the superstar it calls its own. 

“Our city doesn’t have the best reputation, but 
Michael Jackson made it acceptable for people 
to come to Gary all night long,” said William 
Salaam, a clothing store owner selling T-shirts 
and hats across the street from Jackson’s home. 
Many of the shirts said “Pride of Gary” 

Eollowing a private service at Eorest Lawn 
cemetery in the Hollywood Hills, the memo- 
rial service began as Jackson’s gilded casket- 
borne by a group of pallbearers each wearing 
a sequined glove— was brought into Staples 


Center to a standing ovation. 

Mariah Carey and Trey Lorenz sang Jackson’s 
“I’ll Be There.” Jennifer Hudson sang his hit 
“Will You Be There.” And John Mayer performed 
“Human Nature” on his guitar. Usher broke down 
in tears after singing “Gone Too Soon.” 

And Jackson’s brother, Jermaine Jackson, sang 
what actress Brooke Shields called Jackson’s 
favorite song: “Smile,” from the Charlie Chaplin 
movie “Modern Times.” 

Holding back tears. Shields told the crowd 
that the two former child stars were always 
“two little kids having fun” when they were 
together. She recalled Jackson trying to teach 
her— unsuccessfully— to do the moonwalk. 
“He was caring and funny honest, pure, non- 
jaded and a lover of life,” she said. 

Emotions rose when Rev A 1 Sharpton deliv- 
ered a fiery eulogy highlighting all the barri- 
ers Jackson broke and the troubles he faced. 


“Every time he got knocked down, he got back 
up,” Sharpton said, and the applauding crowd 
jumped to its feet. 

“There wasn’t nothing strange about your 
daddy,” Sharpton said later, addressing Jackson’s 
three children in the front row. “It was strange 
what your daddy had to deal with!” 

The ceremony wrapped up with group per- 
formances of “We Are the World” and “Heal 
the World” sung by Lionel Richie, Hudson and 
Jackson family members. 

Back in Chicago, Edith Beasley, 48, of 
Chatham, was one of the first to show up at 
Harold Washington Cultural Center, arriving 
more than three hours before the service was 
scheduled to air. By the time the event was over, 
Beasley said she felt soothed and at peace. 

“You know, I cried, I laughed, I smiled, I 
sang— it was worth it. I’m feeling better.”

With all the mourning and music, celeb- 
rity performers and soaring speeches 
Tuesday, it was easy to overlook a quieter 
spectacle taking place. Michael Jackson’s 
memorial served as a grand unveiling for 
the singer’s children. 

While their father was one of the most 
photographed men in the last half-cen- 
tury, his sons Prince Michael II, 7, and 
Michael Joseph Jr., 12, and daughter Paris 
Michael Katherine, ii, have remained 
in the shadows for most of their young 
lives, surfacing only in paparazzi photos 
and until recently, wearing fanciful masks 
whenever they were in public.

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Owe money 
to the city? 
Collectors 
may be calling

The same bill collectors who pester debt- 
ors on behalf of credit-card companies are 
being recruited by City Hall to go after any- 
body who owes money to the cash-strapped 
city 

Just months after pushing through highly 
unpopular parking meter rate hikes as part 
of a lease, Mayor Daley’s administration is 
looking for private collection agencies to 
track down people with unpaid parking 
tickets, delinquent water bills and other 
debts. 

Last year alone, past-due fines and taxes 
amounted to tens of millions of dollars, 
including almost $95 million in unpaid 
water bills alone. 

“Whether it’s municipal governments 
like the City of Chicago, or state or federal 
agencies, they are having trouble making 
ends meet,” said Thomas Penaluna, presi- 
dent of CBE Group, a Waterloo, Iowa- 
based collection agency among 13 compa- 
nies expressing interest in doing business 
with the city “They need to find any way 
possible to increase revenues.” 

The city sends letters to debtors and 
sometimes hires law firms to try to collect. 
Now the Daley administration plans to hire 
one or more companies to assist in recov- 
ering the debts, city documents show. City 
Hall then would pay the collection agencies 
a percentage of what they are able to get 
debtors to fork over. 

Collection agencies long have been a tar- 
get for consumer rights advocates, who said 
Tuesday that Daley might not find it cost- 
effective or popular to privatize efforts to 
cash in the city’s chits. 

‘A lot of the private companies that are 
in line for collecting government debt have 
long histories of hiring people who are 
abusive toward debtors,” said Joe Ridout, 
spokesman for Consumer Action in San 
Francisco. 

Ed Walsh, spokesman for the city’s 
Revenue Department, shrugged off a ques- 
tion Tuesday about public perception of 
collection agencies. “We have to review 
each company on their individual merits,” 
Walsh said. “There are plenty of reputable 
collection agencies.” 




St i 1 1 a slow-go 

Chicago traffic improves a bit but plenty of bumps are ahead

Marking a rare breather from almost constant traffic 
growth over the past quarter-century congestion has 
eased up ever so slightly in the Chicago region, at first 
due to rising fuel prices, more recently because of the 
recession. 

But the road to economic recovery is paved with 
speed bumps, according to a report issued Wednesday 
by congestion researchers, who predict longer com- 
mutes as the recession recedes. 

In a long-running study conducted by the Texas 
Transportation Institute, the Chicago area and north- 
west Indiana retained the distinction in 2007 of posting 
the second-worst ranking in the U.S. for how much lon- 
ger each trip takes during most times of the day due to 
traffic tie-ups. Only the L.A. region had worse results. 

In addition, the price tag for congestion in the 
Chicago region, factoring in wasted time and fuel, totals 
about $4.2 billion a year, the study said. It translates to 
more than 129 million gallons of excess fuel consumed 
annually, or about 28 gallons wasted by each driver in 
the Chicago region. 

The bright spot, supposing there is one? In 2007, the 
latest year studied, drivers here averaged a whopping 18 
seconds less time each day battling traffic. 

Kathryn Kawczynski hasn’t noticed any change in her 
commute. The drive from her Rogers Park home to her 
job in Elk Grove Village takes a solid hour one way She’d 
swap shoes with a train or bus rider any day she said. 

“I would love to take public transportation, but 
there’s not really anyway to do that,” said Kawczynski, 
23. “I would have to take two trains and a bus, then 
magically walk about 5 miles to work.” 


NO QUICK FIX 

What are the best solutions to reduce congestion? 
More of everything, the Texas researchers said. 

Their recommendations include: 

» Improving traffic-signal timings to boost traffic flow. 
» Removing vehicles involved in crashes rapidly. 

» Adding capacity, not only on highways but also on 
rail lines and other key corridors. 

» Increasing opportunities for employees to work 
flexible hours outside the major rush periods or to 
work from home. 

» Encouraging communities to build transit-oriented 
developments where housing, jobs and stores are 
within range of pedestrians, bicyclists and transit 
customers. 


Drivers can bank on the fact that roadway bottle- 
necks will return with a vengeance once the economy 
improves, according to this year’s update of the conges- 
tion study that has been conducted for 25 years by the 
transportation institute. 

“The vast majority of commuters who are driving in 
the most-congested hours of the day probably haven’t 
noticed much difference in travel time,” said David 
Schrank, an associate research scientist at the institute 
who co-wrote the study 

Despite a decrease in miles vehicles traveled annually 
in the U.S., drivers in northeastern Illinois and neigh- 
boring areas of Indiana spent 41 extra hours behind the 
steering wheel in 2007 as a result of badly clogged high- 
ways and major streets, the study found. That’s a slight 
improvement from 43 hours of delay in 2006, but it’s 
still the equivalent of spending a full work week stuck 
in traffic. 


Gov. Quinn flips 
on budget cuts 

A day after he said 
he’d take responsibility 
for$1 billion in budget 
cuts. Gov. Quinn on 
Tuesday instead threw 
the issue back into 
the laps of lawmakers. 
Quinn said the veto was 
the “ultimate cut” and 
that he’s extending a 
hand for lawmakers to 
craft a budget “together.” 
The move allows Quinn 
to avoid making the cuts 
himself, at least for now. 
Lawmakers are scheduled 
to take up the still- 
unresolved budget in a 
special session Tuesday. 

Daley defends 
police 

Despite a bloody holiday 
weekend that left nearly 
a dozen dead across 
the city. Mayor Daley 
on Tuesday defended 
police efforts to reduce 
violence-and denied they 
were focused too much 
on the Taste of Chicago. 
“Anytime you have a long 
weekend, weekends are 
very difficult, especially 
big, holiday weekends,” 
Daley said, adding that 
police were continuing to 
investigate the motives 
behind the crimes.

Traffic was reduced 
from five lanes to four 
after construction 
started Tuesday on the 
eastbound lanes of the 
Eisenhower, according to 
the Illinois Department 
of Transportation. The 
$2 million project will 
run from Racine to the 
Circle Interchange and is 
expected to be completed 
in October, a spokesperson 
said.

Internet plays key 
role in China unrest 


□ BEIJING The brawl between Han 
Chinese and Uighurs in southern 
China was scarcely covered by state media, 
but accounts and photos spread quickly 
via the Internet and became a spark that 
helped ignite deadly riots thousands of 
miles away in the Uighur homeland. 

Even in tightly controlled China, 
relatively unfettered commentaries and 
images circulating on Web sites helped 
stir up tensions and rally people to join an 
initially peaceful protest in the Xinjiang 
region that spiraled into violence Sunday, 
leaving more than 150 people dead. 

In China, as in Iran and other hot- 
spots, the Internet, social networking and 
micro-blogging are playing a central role 
in mobilizing people power— and becom- 
ing contested ground as governments 
fight back. 

In the Internet age, events in “places 
like Xinjiang or Tibet, which were always 
considered very remote,” can suddenly 
become close and immediate for peo- 
ple around the world, said Xiao Qiang, 
director of the Berkeley China Internet 
Project at the University of California- 
Berkeley 

Since the outburst in the Xinjiang 
capital of Urumqi, the Chinese govern- 
ment has blocked Twitter and Facebook,

scrubbed news sites, unplugged the 
Internet entirely in some places and 
slowed it and cell phone service to a crawl 
in others to stifle reports about the vio- 
lence— and get its own message out that 
authorities are in control.

Seven- time champ Lance Armstrong 
surged from third place to second on 
Tuesday after his Astana squad won a team 
time tria] in a dramatic finish. 

He erased aJl but a sliver of his 40 -sec- 
ond deficit to leader Fabian Cancellara of 
Switzerland in the fourth stage. The only 
thing separating him from the yellow jersey now is a 
fraction of a second, 

“Boo-YA!!!” Armstrong wrote on Iwittcr. ^Wcll, 
what can I say? The team was simply awesome today. 
Consistent, Iluid, mistake- free. We love this event ... 
and arc stoked to \^'in.^' 


The perlormance was reminiscent of Armstrong's 
dominance in the team time trial for the last three years 
of his string of victories from 1999 to 2005. This ts his 
comeback year at the Tour af ter 3V2 year s of rctircmcot. 

Astami was timed in 46 minutes, 29 seconds for the 
24,2-mile ride in and around Montpellier, That was 
18 seconds better than runner-up Garmin. 

Armstrong entered the day 40 seconds 
behind Cancellara of Saxo Bank. At the last 
intermediate time check (19 miles), Astana 
was 41 seconds faster than Saxo, putting 
Armstrong in the lead at that point and set- 
ting up the tense finale. 

Armstrong and C^mceEara share iui over- 
all time of to hours, 38 minutes, 7 seconds, 
although the Smss rider was deemed a fraction ahead. 

“That's Swiss riming," Cancellara said, laughing, 
is on my side.” 

After first expressing “a bit of disiippointment” on 
French TV about not capturing the yellow shirr, 37- 
ycar-old Armstrong put his ride in perspective. 


“ITiat's the way it is. We did our best,” he said. *At 
one point, wc thought we had it, but if I look back on 
our performance „, we were as sound as we could be, 
“1 have no regrets, I don't look at that and lose sleep 
or get disappointed. This is a long race , iruiybe there's 
one [yellow jerseyl in my future.” 

The potential rivalry^ between Armstrong and star 
teammate Alberto C^^ntador, the Spaniard who won the 
2007 Tour, has become a major subtext to the race. 
They shelved any such rivalry Tuesday Armstrong 
said he appealed to Contador before the race to work 
together to distance other ctmtenders, 

^‘My point was to jYlberto, Took, let's ride perfect 
and miike this race almost impossible to win for oth- 
ers,' ” he said. *And 1 think we can say char we 
accomplished that.” 

Defending champion Carlos Sastre of 
Spain is 2:44 back; two-time runiicr-up 
Cadel Evans of Australia is 2:79 behind; 
and Giro d'ltalian champ Denis Menchov 
of Russia is 3:52 back.

Clowns? Bulls? Folk? 
WIN Phalen sees no 
reason to be afraid 

By Matt Pais 

“What we’re trying to do with this 
album is to be the quintessential 
Midwestern rock band,” says singer 
Will Phalen. “We’re really proud 
to be from the Midwest. It’s an 
album about the Midwest, by the 
Midwest.” 

Indeed, “Middle West,” the new 
sophomore record from Will Phalen 
and the Stereo Addicts, is all about the 
Midwestern vibe, from its wandering, 
melancholy folk-rock sound to titles 
like “Illinois Line” and “We Know Who 
We Are” to the fiat landscape on the 
disc’s cover. 

Nearly all of the group— which 
takes influences from ’60s and ’70s art- 
ists like The Byrds and Neil Tbung— 
lives in Milwaukee, but singer- 
guitarist Phalen, 27, has lived in Old 
Town since September. How does that 
setup work, you ask? Exactly how you’d 
think: “I’ve spent a lot of time driving 
back and forth between Chicago and 
Milwaukee,” Phalen says. 

You’ve got a song called “Clown Parade.” 
Does the image of clowns on parade not 
freak you out? 

{Laughs} I’m actually a huge fan of 
clowns. I have a clown collection that 
I inherited from my grandfather and 
everybody hates it. Everybody is dis- 
turbed by it. I’ve never understood that 
fear of clowns. 

What is a ciown coliection?! 

I’ve got all these figurines of clowns and 
paintings of clowns. Not actual real, 
human-being clowns sitting around in 
my living room. 

Yet you’ve never understood why 
people are scared of them. 

No, I haven’t. I have theories, but I 


think clowns are fun and they’re there 
to make us all happy 

How do you describe your sound in five 
words or iess? 

I call it psychedelic Midwestern folk- 
rock. 

What is Midwestern music to you? 

I think it’s yet to be defined to a certain 
degree. ... I think all the Midwestern 
cities are the same in that if you’re in 
a city, you’re never far from the coun- 
try and vice-versa. In terms of how 
that translates into the music, I think 
we have this blend between urban 
sounds— more rock ’n’ roll or electric 
sounds— and the more rural, traditional 
sounds of country music or folk music. 

Some people think anything with a 
twang sounds like someone serenading 
his pig. 

I think there’s maybe a little bit of that. 
I guess maybe I’m a little insulated 
{from] it ’cause I don’t get out enough 
and talk to people about what their 
perceptions are about the Midwest. We 
kind of played a joke on that. We filmed 
a music video for our single “I Can’t 
Run” in a cow pasture in Wisconsin. 

How did that go? 

The first thing that happened is we set 
up our instruments in this cow pasture 
with these grass-fed cows. They’re not 
dairy cows. They’re somewhat wild, as 
wild as a cow can be. In a music video 
you lip-sync, but we actually played our 
instruments, and as soon as we started 
playing the cows all ran away We didn’t 
know quite how to take that. 

Were you insulted? 

No, I thought it was funny I think the 
noise scared them away Once we got 
situated again they seemed to stick 
around and seemed to enjoy it. 

Just like humans. They gotta give folk 
a chance.

The first disc in a planned 
trilogy, this crooner’s 
first album since 2001’s 
“Now” proves neo-soul is still alive and 
sexy.

^ Yahoo’s celebrity news site is getting 
lots of hits thanks to its positive spin

Think of the most popular brands in celeb- 
rity news, and you’ll probably come up with 
a list that includes Kutertaitiment Tonight, 
US Weekly and People. 

(Consider the most successful celebrity news 
destinations online, ;md something else jumps 
to the top. For more than a year, one site has 
attracted more eyeballs than any other in the 
realm of celebrity gossip: YahtJo’s omg. 

With a dedicated staff of just five pKcoplc and 
more than a dozen shared with other Ytihoo 
sites, the company has settled on a formula 
that ’\ahoo Media Group head Jimmy Pitaro 
calls “highly profitable,” though Yahoo won’t 
reveal details. 

The fact that Yahoo’s entertainment site 


outdraws rivals that aim to break news— such 
as tmzxom, which broke the new^s of Michael 
Jackson’s death— helps illustrate that success 
online doesn't always mean being first and hav- 
ing exclusives. 

It also marks a raic success ibr the struggling 
Internet portdj which has shed thousands of 
employees and shuttered several businesses, 
a process CEO Carol Bartz accelerated after 
being hired in January 

Omg puts a light, positive spin on articles 
md other tidbits that mostly come from other 
organizations such as “Access Hollywood” 
and The Associated Press. The vital placement 
of omg links and blurbs on Yahoo’s home page 
gives it access to some 500 million unique visi- 
tors a month. 


The strategy^ has vaulted the 2-year-old site 
past People and TMZ, both units of Time 
Warner, as well as other popular celebrity sites 
like perez hi lton.com. 

According to the latest figures from track- 
ing llrm comScorc, omg clocked 20.6 million 
unique visitors in May a bf percent increase 
from ayear ago and more than No. 2 TM Zand 
No. 3 People combined. 

The majority of the omg traffic comes from 
people who click througli Yahoo’s home page, 
which critics and competitors view as giving 
it an unfair advantage. Although omg readers 
view on average half the number of pages once 
they arrive— about r6 compared with 29 for all 
entertainment nem properties— the site is still 
top-ranked in overall page vicN^'S in the category 


Other large media organizations have taken 
notice. In Fcbrnary Microsoft and HoJl)rwood 
production company BermanBraun jointly 
launched Wonderwal 1 with a similar strategy of 
drawing traffic from a large portal— in this case, 
Microsoft’s MSN. Like omg, Wondcrwall runs 
on a small staff, about a dozen full time. 

“Our traffic has been beyond any estimates 
that any of us had projected,” said BermanBraun 
co-<)wner Lloyd Braun, aT\^ executive and for- 
mer head of the Yahoo Media Croup. 

In April, the last month its diUa were broken 
out, Wondenvall had 9 million unique visitors, 
putting It past People and into third behind 
TMZ had it been ranked by comSc(>re among 
other entertainment news sites.

Yahoo’s omg prides itself on putting a positive spin on celebrity 
news.

ated with althhoo or an MSN or these large cor- 
porate entities,” celebrity blogger Perez Hilton 
said. “I think their numbers are misleading.” 

Omg, like its rivals, says it has been gradu- 
ally succeeding at deriving more of its traffic 
“organically,” through search queries or people 
bookmarking the pages. But there’s no question 
traffic from the portal helps it stand out among 
some 1,000 or so celebrity news sites that have 
popped up, and occasionally dropped out, over 
the past several years. 

The tone of omg, like Yahoo itself, is bright, 
breezy and nonjudgmental. Blurbs writ- 
ten by omg staff link to original stories and 
photos elsewhere on Yahoo or at other sites. 
Following Jackson’s unexpected death, omg 
took a respectful, celebratory view of the pop 
icon’s life through photo galleries and celebrity 
reaction stories, leaving the hard-driving news 
pieces to Ithhoo’s front page and news site. 

“We just like to tell the happy view on what’s 
going on in the entertainment world,” said Sibyl 
Goldman, an entertainment group vice presi- 
dent. 

People.com Editor Mark Golin said that 
while sites that riff on news written elsewhere 
may capture a lot of visitors, reliance on a por- 
tal home page may not work in the long term. 
Although People benefits from links on AOEs 
home page and other sites— even omg— Golin 
said most traffic comes to the site directly 
People writers work both for the magazine and 
the Web site, although he wouldn’t reveal how 
many 

“We have our own reporters. We create our 
own center of gravity” Golin said. “Even should 
readers hear a piece of news somewhere else, 
they’ll still end up coming to us to make sure 
it’s true. You don’t necessarily get that with an 
aggregator.” 

Benefiting from the largesse of a portal is 
nothing new: TMZ launched in November 
2005 attached to the AOLhome page. What is 
astonishing about omg and Wonderwall’s suc- 
cess is the lack of any aspiration to break news, 
while focusing on glossy, magazine-like packag- 
ing and photos. 

Online entertainment news like omg is get- 
ting more crowded with well-financed players. 
Along with Wonderwall, Eebruary saw the 
launch of DailyEill from News Corp., though 
there are no plans so far to link it to the com- 
pany’s traffic behemoth, MySpace. 

Pitaro said he’s not scared of the new com- 
petition, even from sites that have mimicked 
omg’s photo-centric navigation page. 

“We love the idea that others are investing 
in the space, because together we’ll all be gen- 
erating buzz and interest in this arena,” he said. 
“But hopefully we’ll all grow.”

Breaking news of Jackson’s death boosts TMZ traffic

Breaking the news of Michael Jackson’s 
death boosted weekly traffic at tmz.com, put- 
ting it ahead of all other celebrity news sites 
for the first time since it posted an exclu- 
sive police photo of a bruised Rihanna in 
Eebruary 

“That set the record for us back in Eebruary 
and this one severely trumped that,” TMZ 
General Manager Pam Russo said. 

TMZ’s traffic rose 70 percent year-over- 
year, attracting 7.95 million visitors in the 
week that ended June 28, according to track- 


ing firm comScore. Three days earlier, TMZ 
reported Jackson’s death at least a half hour 
before other news organizations were able to 
confirm details. 

Category leader omg, a unit of Tahoo, was 
second during the period with 7.84 million 
visitors. 

The Rihanna photo, which TMZ posted 
Eeb. 22, vaulted the site to a record-breaking 
week with 6.83 million visitors. 

The pop star’s ex-boyfriend Chris Brown 
later pleaded g^iilty to one count of felony 
assault.

Riesling lovers, 
don’t hold back 

Don’t ever apologize for your taste in wine— even if you like rieslings. 

There seems to be a great misconception that just because riesli ng 
can be s^vcct, it can’t be taken seriously. I am proud to say it hap- 
pens to be one of my all-time favorite styles of wine, and this is a senti- 
ment shared by many of my wine colleagues. 

Riesling is a zippy wine noted for its flavors of green apples, peaches, 
white flowers and honey. Ir rarely sees oak treatment in order to pre- 
serve the fresh flavors of the grap>c. It can be made in all levels of sweet- 
ness, from tart and rangy whites to full-bodied and unctuous dessert 
whines. Riesling also has the uncanny ability to pick up the flavor char- 
acteristics of the soil in w^hich it is planted. \bu can litetidly taste the 
vineyard, and this can be quire magical. 

Riesling is naturidly high in acid, so a certiiin iunount of sugar some- 
times needs to be left in the wine to balance the tartness, especially if 
the grape is grown in cooler climates such as Germany, w^hcrc rij>cning 
can be difficult. And sweetness isn’t aKvays a bad thing. The Germans 
actually give grapes with increased degrees of ripeness higher quality 
ratings. 

In warmer regions such as Alsace, France or Australia, where ripen- 
ing is not a problem and the acid levels arc low^cr; the wine may be 
fermented to complete diymess, leaving a bottle that is full bodied yet 
fruity wdth flavors of tart green apples and stone fruits. 

Of course, not <dl rieslings iue sweet. You can determine if the ries- 
ling is sweet or dry by looking at the alcohol percentage on the label. 
Wines between 7 percent and ii percent alcohol will have some degree 
of residual sugar and will taste sw^cct, while selections above 12 percent 
will taste friuty' but not sweet. 

Finally, when it comes to food pairings, riesling can be your best 
fnend. Sweeter styles can be used to tame the heat of curries and 
spicier foods or contrast the saltiness of preserved meats and pates. 
Drier rieslings can be an excellent match for sushi and Vietnamese 
food. 

ITie high levels of acidity*^ in riesling iilso can help preserve the wine 
and prevent it from oxidizing, which means you can age certain ries- 
lings for decades. Older rieslings become deeper and rounder in flavor 
and texture and can be paired with dishes rich with cream, bacon or
